OUR NATIONAL HEALTH. 


LESS WORK AMO MORE PLAT. 


We recommend the following excellent remarks on an important subject 
to the careful perusal of our renders. They are from the pen of Brace, 
the able author of a valuable work on Germany, published a few years 
ago:— 

"There la throughout Europe, rich animal love of open air movement, of 
pl^s and athletic sports, of which we Americans as a people, know little. 
A mnehman’s nerves quicken In the sunlight, even as the organization of 

} >lants-, and a German would be very old and decrepid, when no should no 
onnr enjoy a real tumbling frolic with bis children. The Englishman, 
cold as be is in other directions, would lose his Identltv when his blood did 
not flow fresher at a bout of cricket, or a good maten at the oar. We on 


the other band are utterly indifferent to these things. We might pull at a 
boat race, but it would be as men, not as boys; because wc arc determined 
the Yankee nation should never be beaten, not because we enjoy it. Wo 
do not care for children’s sports. Wo have no time for them. There is a 
tremendous, earnest work to be dune, and we cannot spare effort for play. 
It is unmanly to roll'a ball in America. Our amusements are labors. An 
American travels with an intensity and restlessness, which would of itself 
exhaust a German; and our city enjoyments aro the most wearying and ab¬ 
surd possible. 

Wc like being together well ent^h, but our m-egarious tendencies are 
nearly always for the same object. Wc can crowd for a lecture or political 
meeting, but as to gathering in a coffee-garden or in a park, it would be 
childish (or vulgar). 

I have noticed here this contrast to the Germans, because a most impor¬ 
tant subject is bound with it—a subject which must more and more de¬ 
mand earnest attention from our scientific men — I mean out National 
Htalth, 

We are an unhealthy race. No one can doubt it, who secs the old races 
of Europe. Our faces are thin, complexions sallow;—dyspepsia and con¬ 
sumption are universal in a land which iu all physical comforts presents 
the ^atest advantages for the preservation of health. Life may be as 
long in the average, but it is much less enjoyed. An American is as capa¬ 
ble of strong muscular effort, and is as a European, but he does not gel 
half the pUcuurt from his vigor. Indigestion and nervous diseases sour the 
life of half our people. The evil inci'eases too, and the probability is, the 
health of the nation is degenerating. These facts arc notorious iu Europe, 
and our shaip, worn American faces are known everywhere. There is 
much disease and bodily weakness among the (loorer classes of the Old 
World; but in classes enjoying equal comforts, it wili be found that the 
Americans are confessedly inferior m robust health. The dysiicpsia, which 
BO curses our own population, is comparatively unknown amoug the older 
nations. 

In according for this, too much weight, iu my oiiiniou, is laid to the ef¬ 
fect of climate, 1 could not see in North Germany in the autumn and win¬ 
ter, or in Hungry in the suniiner, that the differences in climate were very 
appreciable. There were the same sudden changes, the same e.\tremes of 
heat and cold, and the atmosphere quite as remarkable for dryness as our 
own. The great and sufficient cause will be found to be, in this very differ¬ 
ence in respect to out-door exercise and amusement. 

We work too hard, and play too little. 

Our nervous and digestive systems cannot sustain such an immense action 
of brain, os the Aroencan life demands, without frequent pleasant muscu¬ 
lar exercise. The people need out-door manly sports, and healthy amuse 
ments. These wearing, formal city enjoyments, with late hours and un¬ 
healthy fare, and those most useless trips to crowded watering-places, must 
be dropped for something German-like—something cheering, healthful, 
boyish,—or we shall be a nation of dyspeptics. 

Other causes for our sickliness, can be found in our general habits—our 
diet—our excessive need for money—the little heed we give to quiet family 
enjovments. And if in these respects, I shall be able to show how much 
vitally Important to our future we have to learn from the Germans, I shall 
have written to good purpose. 

As a practical conclusion, 1 woul i say to every man, who would deserve

KEEPING FISH. 
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We liave been furnished by Mr. Fred Kaempfer of this city with a brief 
treatise on the sublet of fish keeping, from which we quote the following. 
Mr. K's. observations are the result of long and varied experience 
and are consequently entitled to the highest consideration; 

"How do you keep your fish T” is the question which Is dally propounded 
to us, and as our time will not allow us to give a verbal explanation, we 
take this method of answering the oft repeated interrogation. 

The best manner of keeping fish is in an Aquaria Tank. In the fitting 
up of this tank we should strive to approach nature as nearly as possible, 
and begin by putting some cleanly washed fine river sand, from one to two 
Inches deep (according to the size of the tank), in the bottom, and cover 
lightly with some equally well washed gravel or some shells, in such a 
manner as one's taste may dictate. In order to enhance the interior beauty 
or picturesque effect of the Aquarium, wc may take a few natural rocks, 
grouped carele.ssly, avoiding too much formality. When placed so as to 
represent bridges or arches, under which the fish can pass, the effect is 
most pleasing. However, as the smallness of moat “ home” Aquaria will 
not admit of many rocks being strewn around or piled up, a most excellent 
substitute has been found in " Terra Cotta” ruins, chapel.s, rock.s, bridges, 
towers, caves, etc., which furnish an equally as tasteful and ornamental 
interior, and allow the fish a great deal more water anti room. For prices, 
see page 4, Aquaria Ornaments. After your sand and rock work or “ terra 
cotta" is arranged, you should look to the introduction of aquatic vegeta¬ 
tion, any one species of plant being sufficient, if moix- are not obtainable. 
Fasten the roots in the niches of the rock work, or secure them by placing 
a pebble or rock upon them. For plants, see page 8, Aquaria Stock. Now 
pour in the water (by means of a can or water pot), against the aides of the 
tank, in order to disturb the sand and pebbles as little as possible; and 
after the water has become clear, jjut in the fish. 

The Aquarium should be kept in a cool plucV; not loo near to artificial 
heat, and should not bo exposed to loo much light or sun, .so that the water 
may retain as even a temperature ns possible. Should it become too warm, 
you will take out some, and add cold water enough to eslabli.sh the de¬ 
sired result. Too swUen changes oj water must be asviilej, as they wonld 
prove disnsteruus to those which you would benefit. 

Animal life in an Aquarium cannot be sustained entirely without food, 
consequently it becomes necessary so feed the fish occn.<)ionBlly, say once 
or twice a week. For fish usually kept in Aquaria or globes—goldfish or 
other varieties of a like species, the food introduced should be vegetable in 
its main chai"aclcr. The best of all is the “Pnttr.tftEu Fisil Fooit,” n sort 
of wafer, and expi-essly made for gold fish, which arc very fond of it. It 
keeps them in good health, and the remains of it will never sour or dirty 
the water. It is sold in our store for 13 cents in small, and ‘JO cents each 
in large boxes; or will be sent free by mail, on receipt of 13 cents for 
small box, or 23 cents for large one. 

The more voracious species, such as pike, pickerel, eel, trout, catfish, 
Bunllsh, liziards, etc., will not eat vegetable food, but must be fed either 
with live fooil or fresh meat. The latter, however, will fully answer the 
purpose. Take a piece of fi-oah beef, and beat it to make it more tender, 
secure it to a string, and hang it into the tank, and allow it to remain 
until the fish have appeased their appetite. This may be done alrout twice 
in three weeks in winter, or once u week in warm weather. 

When fish are kepi in globes the water should be changed oftner, say 
twice or three times a week during the summer months, but not so often 
during the winter. When the globes become dirty lucy should bo care¬ 
fully washed and filled with fresh water, taking care, however, to let it 
stand awhile before putting the fish in. If lake water cannot be procured, 
you will use river or well water; the fish will thrive far better in either of 
the above named than in cistern water, as some ]>cople erroneously sup¬ 
pose. 

The eye is the surest index to Judge of the health of the fl.sh. When 
they are enjoying good health it is bright and clear, but as soon as the fish 
becomes sick, you will notice a white film spreading over the eye; you 
should then remove the patient, and keep it by itsi-lf until it is well again. 
Dead ones must not be allowed to remain in the the globe or tank, as their 
presence will soon render the water impure and unwholesome.

SPOPT IN MOSSOVRl. 

Jekfbbsok City, Mo., Jan. 2, 1876.— Dear Sir; —On my Jonrncy through 
Missouri, I have had the opportunity of learning a great deal from the dif¬ 
ferent sportsmen at the sundry places, respecting the sport of the districts, 
and I find that the neighborhood of Jefferson City, or say within about 26 
miles from the town, near the Osage river. Is about the most profitable and 
best sporting place down this way. Friends tell me that deer are there In 
very great numbers, and Mr. T. H. Burtt, one of the greatest sportsmen of 
Jefferson City, knows that at least 800 have been shot this fall in the dis¬ 
trict named, but this quantity is not so great os the number killed last 
year. 

Mr. Burtt was relating to me an Interesting chase he and several friends 
had after a door a short lime ago ; He with his friends were out after ducks, 
and about 200 yards ahead of bis boat, they saw a deer in the water, evi¬ 
dently driven into the stream by some H]K)rtsmen, who had probably lost 
sight of the animal. Mr. Burtt and party at once proceeded as close as 
possible to the spot and commenced firing with their duck shot, which, of 
course, made no great impression; however, as the saying is, quantity does 
it, and so they succeeded after many shots, in nearly stupifyingthe strayed 
animal, and at last caught him by the horns, and dispensed with the re¬ 
mainder of existing life, by holding his head under water, and thus took 
home the unexpected prize. 

Ducks have been very plentiful down here this fall, and Mr. H. C. Mon¬ 
ger tells me he alone, has shot at least 500. Oeese have shown themselves 
in great quantities, but quail and chickens have been unusually scarce. 

I have found out West some very good dogs, and in Missouri, sporUmeo 
appear to possess some excellent specimens. One of the great nimrods of 
Jefferson City tells me he possesses a slut, English blood, but bred here, 
over which he shot 60 to 70 dozen quail before she was five months old; this 
appears to be an unusually intelligent animal. O 


FAMILIAR MUSIC. 

The Boston Globe discourses as follows, on the subject of popular tones 
and street organa. We cordially endorse its remarks concerning the much- 
abused instrument. It is far from being the nuisance that fussy and 
thogbtless people proclaim it: 

When and how tunes become popular is a somewhat curious theme for 
reflection. We wake up some fine morning and hoar almost everybody 
whistling a melody we have never heard before. We wonder whence it has 
come, and think how pretty it is, and while we are pondering on the sub¬ 
ject we.find ourselves taking up the strain, and adding our mite toward in¬ 
creasing its circulation. Before the day is over the streets resemble groves 
of brick and mortar echoing to the shrill pipings ef the unfeatbered song¬ 
sters. In a week what had Dcen a new thing of beauty, promising to be a 
ioy forever, becomes an intolerable bore, and we wonder bow we could 
have ever seen anything to admire in the dreary, commonplace thing. 

At length it ceases as suddenly as it began, and Earth knows it no more. 
Now, the mystery is, who began to whistle it first! It must have hnd a 
beginning, and yet it comes U|)on us so suddenly from a tliousand lips iil 
once, and appears in full bloom without having budded. But this, though 
strange enough, is less strange than the siiddcnuessAvitb which it ceases to 
be heard. Who is the last man that whistles a popular melodvl' The same 
mystery enshrouds him as attaches to dead donkeys, the which, it is pop¬ 
ularly Believed, have never been seen by mau. And yet there must e.\i8t 
such a being. But when he, too, has deserted the neglected air, it breaks 
forth again in a new form, and acquires a fresh lease of life through the 
agency of the barrel organ, and is listened to with n pleasure akin to that 
which bailed its first appearance; and through this agency it long renmins 
a welcome friend. 

It would doubtless be a matter of great .surprise we could if jvossibly 
know the amount of good that is performed by these abused and much- 
maligned instruments. No one can have failed to observe the attention 
they attract whenever they pour forth their strains in the humble quarters 
of the city. Children crowd about them with wonder and delight, windows 
are thrown up and women's toil-worn faces are movud to pleasure; while 
rugged men stop on their way and for u moment forget the cares of life. 
The best points of our common nature arc brought out, too, in connection 
with these humble ministers of music—children learn to sympathize with 
poverty, and it is touching to observe with what eager satisfaction the off¬ 
spring of the poor bestow their mite upon the orgun-gi iuder if a child ac¬ 
company him on bis way. The poor feel for lue poor; mid it is from those 
on whom fortune has refused to smile that the street musician reaps his 
latest han-est. 

There is much complaint against the baircl organ, and every now and 
then an eflbrt is made to put them down, but it would leave a gap in the 
enjoyments of the poor, and they have but few euougb, that could not be 
easily filled. If they really be the annoyance they are charged to be, yet 
it would be kindly to bear with them, for through' them a spirit of charity, 
of sympathy and lender feeling is perjietualcd that would lie dormant were 
they not to bring it into active play. The love of music is one of the 
strongest sentiments of the human heart, and while the rich can gratify 
it by their operas and their concerts, it can only be gratified in the humble 
through the agency of the barrel organ, which is the concert, opera, sym¬ 
phony and oratorio of the poor.

Editor Fibid; —^The aeaaon for quail shooting, in this section of the 
country hss expired, and the shooters are now giving the ducks their undi¬ 
vided attention. 

The Mount Vernon Ducking Association have their blinds in good work¬ 
ing order, and numerous are the ducks that fail to the aim of their mem¬ 
bers. Their shooting grounds are too far up the river for geese or swan to 
come in any great numbers, although a few have been killed there this sea¬ 
son. 

On New Year's Eve., a select few left the wharf fully equipped for a 
wholesale slaughter of red-heads, and any other kind of ducks or geese. 
They were not long in reaching their landing-place, and were soon snugly 
fixed in the club house. The blind was arranged half-mile from the shore, 
and the ice was too thick for the boat to cut through and not thick enough 
to '>ear the weight of a person passing over; we had, therefore to cut a pas¬ 
sage, and it was slow and cold work. There was a wood stove in the blind 
and plenty of drift wood, so we soon had a good fire. We sent a party out 
who broke up the ice for about half an acre, and the broken ice we man¬ 
aged to startoff with the current. Our decoys were soon arranged, and we 
were ready for anything with feathers on. Out in the channel there seemed 
to be tens of thousands of ducks, but not one in the small pond we had 
made for them. We bad to wait some time before we got a shot, and then 
fonr barrels were emptied at one small dipper, and he sailed away in dis- 


ing their bodies sideways, they slide a great way. Others take heaps of 
ice, as if it were great mill-stones, and; make seats; many going before, 
draw him that sits thereon, holding one another by the hand in going so 
fast; some slipping with their feet, all fall down together; some are better 
practised to the ice, and bind to their shoes bones, as the legs of some 
beasU, and hold stakes in their hands beaded with sharp iron, which some¬ 
times they strike against the Ice; and these men go on with speed as doth 
a bird in the air, or darts shot from some warlike engine; sometimes two 
men set themselves at a distance, and run one against another, as it were 
at tilt, with stakes, wherewith one or both parties are thrown down, not 
without some hurt to their bodies; and after their fail, by reason of the 
violent motion, are carried a good distance from one another; and whereso¬ 
ever the ice doth|touch their heads, it rubs off all the skin and lays it bore; 
and if one fall upon bis leg or arm, it is usually broken. But young men 
greedy of honor, and des&ous of victory, do thus exercise themselves in 
counterfeit battles, that they may bear the brunt more strongly when they 
come to it in good earnest. _

/fOlV TO KNOW THE AGE OF A HORSE. 


The colt is bom with twelve grinders. When four front teeth have made 
their appearance, the colt is twelve days old; and when the next four come 
forth, ft is four weeks old. When the comer teeth appear, the colt is eight 
months, and when the latter have attained the height of the front teeth, it 
is one year old. 

The two year old colt has the kemal—the dark substance in the middle 
of the tooth’s crown—ground out of all the front teeth. 

In the third year the middle front teeth are being shifted; and when three 
years old these are substituted for the horse teeth. The next four teeth are 
lifted in the fourth year, and the comer teeth in the fifth. 

At six years the kemal is worn out of the middle front teeth, and the 
bridle teeth have now attained to their full growth. 

At seven years a book has been formed on the comer teeth of the upper 
Jaw; the kemal of the teeth next at the middle fronts is worn out, and the 
nridle teeth begin to wear off. 

At eight years of age, the kemal is worn out of all the lower front teeth, 
and begins to decrease m the middle upper fronts. 

In the ninth year the kemal has wholly disappeared from the upper mid¬ 
dle front teeth, the book on the comer tooth has increased in size, as the 
bridle teeth lose their points. 

In the tenth year the kemal has worn out of the teeth next to the middle 
fronts of the upper Jaw; and in the eleventh year the kernel has entirely 
vanished from toe comer teeth of the same jaw. 

At twelve years old, the crown of all the front teeth in the lower Jaw 
have become triangular, and the bridle teeth are much worn down. As 
the horse advances in age, the gums shrink away from the teeth, which 
consequently receive a long, narrow appearance, and their kemals have 
been metamorphosed into a darkish point, gray hairs increase in the fore¬ 
head, over the chin assumes the form of an eagle.

The birds were in excellent condition and flew well, and the shooting of 
Mr. Livingston was remarkably fine, bis birds being all killed clean. The 
shooting of the other parties was also flne, and several difflcult shots were 
made. 

Two sweepstakes were also shot for, and both were won by Mr. Reck- 
Bcher. The latter had many admirers in the field.

CUPPING SETTERS. 


The practise of clipping setters, we do not believe will have many fol¬ 
lowers for various reasons, some few of which we will discuss on both 
sides. In the first place, it would seem to be an advantage to the dog on 
a hot September day. He would be able to go farther, and do more work 
without his long coat than with it, and also be less liable to sunstroke. 
We do not believe this, although we have never clipped^our settera, nor 
seen any that ever have been. If there are any of our correspondents who 
have ever tried the practise, we would like to bear from them about their 
experience in the matter. As far as our own experience goes we always 
have found the longest haired dogs suffer less from heat than the shorter 
coated ones, and the only dog we ever lost from sunstroke was a short 
haired one, and, as a general thing, the longer coated ones did more work 
on a hot day than the short, coated ones. Secondly, and this we think one 
of the best arguments in favor of clipping, it saves a great deal of time 
now spent in brushing dogs after their return home from hunting on a wet, 
muddy day, as it can be done in little or no time. But, on the other side, 
the extra time used and expense^inenrred by the necessity of hoods and 
body pieces for them, like those used for greyhounds, and if we discard 
as too much trouble any covering in lieu of what we deprive them of, we 
shall probably have a continual doctor’s bill to pay for diseases of the 
throat and lungs, rheumatism, etc., etc. Thirdly we should not, when 
hunting them where there are cockle-burrs, be annoyed by having to stop 
to pull them out of their long hair. To counterbalance this cockle-burrs 
arc only In some few favored spots. We remember a skye terrier, a first 
rate ratter and house-dog that we once clipped; it was so ashamed of its 
appearance that it hid itself, and was no account at all for anything for 
weeks, only coming out to feed when nobody was by, and never barked at 
anything or anybody. Might not some of our setters behave in the same 
wayf Besides, look at the great beauty of the setter with his long-coat In 
fine condition, and imagine what an object be would look when clipped.

To accomplish this desir¬ 
able end, the wise and the good should preside over these exhibitions, and 
by their countenance and advice check anything that leads to corruption of 
manners or the debasement of the mind. This would not only render them 
a source of pleasure, but one of unquestionable profit. 

The Savior of the world gave bis lessons in amusing talcs called parables 
—many good, charitable and religious people have found it expedient to 
adopt this most wise policy, for poor, selfish human nature, that ever was 
or can be adopted. You ask a friend or acquaintance to subscribe a dollar, 
fifty cents, nay, twenty-five even, to some charity, to which he ought to 
contribute his mite, either on account of his wealth or his connection with

Art and Sport. 


Among the numerous agencies which tend to the development and dis¬ 
semination of a deeper and healthier interest in sport, and which serve to 
elevate and refine it to the end that indulgence therein may not be consid¬ 
ered a matter of reproach, the pencil of the artist holds a deservedly high 
position. Indeed, that class is far from being a small one to ithom the ar¬ 
tist’s productions appeal more powerfully than any other Influence—much 
more so, even, than the pens of the most brilliant writers; and it has yet to 
be proved to us that the Impressions produced by the former are not fully 
as potent and lasting as those created by the latter, 

A truthful picture is any essay in itself, and very few there are with 
minds too obtuse to comprehend the lessons it teaches. Take, for example, 
that beautiful production by Tait, entitled the “ Cares of a Family;” could 
a written volume express more vividly the holiness and solicitude of paren¬ 
tal afi'ection ; or could restrictive legislative enactments find a more pow¬ 
erful ally ? Again, look at the representation of a “Halt in the Woods," 
by the same talented delineator, and whose imagination so fertile as to 
conceive vitiating tendencies in the hunter's pleasures, rationally enjoyed 
amid the solitudes of grand old forestaf The fine paintings of horses, by 
Tryon, do not remind us of the exceptional knaveries of the turf, but only 
of the important results that honest breeders and turfmen are instrumental 
in accomplishing : nor is a scene of athletic diversion suggestive of gambl¬ 
ing or the betting book. Pictures, no less than books, are the windows from 
which the soul looks out. 

The artist, too, is a collaborator with the the author,—a recognized power 
—in the field of sporting literature, as is evinced by the fact that few volumes 
of that class arc published without calling in his aid to illustrate the des¬ 
criptions of the text; and by the employment of the pencil, brash and 
graver, in innumerable other ways is his influence in behalf of recreation 
acknowledged. 

In the pictures lliut adorn his walls a sportsman has ever-present, nover- 
tiresomc companions. To the lover of hound and pointer, gun and rod, 
they are constantly recoiling beauteous scenes in nature, pleasant memo¬ 
ries of incidents in field and camp, and of the trophies gained by many a 
ramble in the shadowy wood, and along the crystal stream. When com¬ 
muning with them, he seems to breathe anew the clear, invigorating country 
air, and to feel the blood flow quicker in his veins, while hope looks eagerly 
forward, seeking for opportunities when all these enjoyments may be dupli¬ 
cated. The turfman finds company in the portraits of his dumb compan¬ 
ions, victors, perchance, in many an exciting contest, and revels in antici¬ 
pation of triumphs yet to come; while the muscular knight of ball and bat 
meets his friendly opponents once more upon the plain, and, in imagination, 
bears again the ringing plaudits that wait on fields well won. 

Thus does art prove itself an invaluable auxiliary to sport and sportsmen, 
admirably combining with sterling usefulness the power of imparting un¬ 
alloyed pleasure. 


The RIfla 


Even in these days of “Creedmoor," and improved rifles, many persons 
who are very expert in the use of that weapon, know little or nothing of 
the principle on which it opemles, and would be at a loss, if asked why a 
grooved barrel throws a ball truer th-an a smooth bore. Tlie reasons are 
these: 

In the first place, no bullet is or can be cast perfectly spherical. One side 
is always heavier than the other, and the ball, therefore, swerves from the 
right line of projection. However hard it maybe to prove this theor¬ 
etically, practice demonstrates it. The same smooth bore. Immovably fix¬ 
ed, twice loaded with the same charge of the same powder, aud with balls 
cast in the same mould, will not plant them both in the same spot, at the 
same distance. The rifle barrel Is a female screw, which gives the lightly 
driven ball a rotary motion, so that if the bullet, or rather a slug, swerves 
with one twist of the screw, another revolution corrects the error. 

There are but three motions in a rifle ball, the straightforward, the spiral, 
and downward, caused by the power of gravity. A rifle of thirty to the 
pound drops its ball about a foot to a hundred yards. Rifles are sighted 
therefore, to meet this deviation. On leaving the barrel, the ball moves 
above the lino of sight continually falling in a parabolic curve, till the mark 
intersects it. The point of Intersection is called the point blank. 

Who invented the rifle is not now known. Its principle was known to 
the North American, Indians, before the discovery of the Continent. Their 
arrows are feathered spirally, and move precisely in the manner of a rifle 
I ball.

We can 
not too highly commend the careful and energetic manner in which this 
work is being prosecuted.

Ed. Field. — Dear 5i>.-—Remarks are often made about “ unnecessary 
slaughter of game.” This can hardly be prevented during the season al¬ 
lowed by law; this same law being to blame for at least one-half of this un¬ 
necessary work, so to speak. I allude to the early season at which all game 
is allowed to be shot, Ac., being at leasts" mu month" earlier than It can be 
shipped to market without fear of spoiling in 'transit on account of the 
usually hot weather. True, It can bo lced„but.the means are not always 
at hand. 1 venture to assert that two-tbirds of the game shipped during the 
first month of the season is lost to the consumer, entailing a loss to the 
shipper, and also to the purchasers who retail, as they can, at that time

Midom find a lot of birds they do not have to throw some away after hav¬ 
ing paid for them as sound birds. 

The season, to my mind, opens one month too early on deer, wild turkey, 
grouse, partridge, geese, brandt and duck, and should be extended for kill¬ 
ing one month later, say to the first of February on deer, turkey, grouse, 
partridge and quail; giving to the last day of February to close out stock 
on hand. There would be probably no saving in the quantity hilled, but it 
would ali be utilized as food, instead of being condemned by the Board of 
Health, as a large quantity is during the flist month of the season. 

Tour next annual convention of sportsmen, just to be held, might take 
this matter in hand. 

Receivers of venison, turkey, grouse, partridge and quail, have to the 
81st day of this month to dispose of stock on hand, and 1 trust your “ Au¬ 
dubon Club" will, after that time look after offending parties.
